2. The art does not teach or suggest the claimed combination, including recovering 
an image of a document having a light-transmissive layer, determining a type of 
document based on the image, illuminating the light transmissive with light based upon 
the determined type of document, and recovering a second image, as in claim 26. The 
art does not teach or suggest recovering an image of a document having a light- 
transmissive layer, determining a type of document based on the image, identifying an 
expected type of the light-transmissive layer form the image, illuminating the light 
transmissive layer based on the determined type of document, and determining whether 
the actual type of light transmissive layer is the same as the expected type, as in claim 
38. Thus independent claims 26 and 38 appear to be allowable, and claims 27-33, 36, 
37? 39"45> and 48-58, dependent from claims 26 and 38, are allowable for at least the 
reasons that their respective parent claims are allowable. 

3. Here are two patents that have issued from applications related to this 
application, patents 6,019,287 and 6,611,612. While both are claiming material related 
to that claimed herein, it does not appear that what is claimed in those patents are 
sufficiently close to what is claimed herein to make a double patenting rejection 
appropriate. 
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4. Bennett (US 5,642,160) shows system for obtaining an image of a document. 
Although it disclosed broadly related subject matter, it does not teach or suggest the 
subject matter claimed herein.
